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Man Charged with Attempted Murder, Human 
Trafficking and Firearm Charges 


Aman has been charged with 
more than 25 offences after 
Peel Police arrested him ear- 
lier this week. 

22 Division’s Criminal In- 
vestigation Bureau began an 
investigation after a 19-year- 
old woman was approached 
at gunpoint by a man on Aug. 
3 in an attempt to force her 
into the sex trade. 

Two days later, on Aug. 
5, the woman’s cousin, a 
20-year-old man who lived 
in Brampton, was shot during 
an incident in the Williams 
Parkway and Fletcher Creek 
Blvd. area. 


The victim was later treat- 


ed at a local hospital for 
non-life-threatening injuries. 
After a subsequent investi- 
gation, police arrested a male 
on Monday, Sept. 25 for at- 
tempted murder and numer- 
ous charges related to human 
trafficking and firearms-re- 
lated offences. 


Chevan Dennis, from Lon- 
don, Ontario, was charged 
with discharging a firearm 
with intent, aggravated as- 
sault, carrying a concealed 
weapon, trafficking in per- 
sons, attempted murder, 
threats to cause death, forc- 
ible confinement, assault, 
theft and administering a 


noxious drug, among other 
offences. 


Dennis was charged with 
additional firearms related 
offences, stemming from the 
human trafficking related in- 
cident. 

He was held for a bail hear- 
ing and was transported to 
Brampton court this week.

Arrest in Brampton Stabbing Case 


22 Division’s Criminal In- 
vestigation Bureau have lo- 
cated a man responsible for 
a stabbing in Brampton. 
The incident occurred 
around 4 a.m. this past Sat- 
urday, Sept. 23, in the First 
Gulf Boulevard and Bis- 
cayne Crescent area. 

The culprit and victim were 
in a coffee shop in the area 
and became involved in a 
brief altercation. The two 
individuals were separated, 
but the culprit came back, 
stabbed the victim and fled. 
The victim was transport- 
ed to a local hospital with 
non-life-threatening inju- 
ries. 

An arrest warrant was is- 
sued for 38-year-old Jeffrey 


Sibley, of no fixed address. 
Sibley is described as 5’11”, 
male white, 152 pound and 
having a thin build. 

He was arrested on Sept. 28 
at a coffee shop in Bramp- 
ton. 

Sibley is charged with one 
count of aggravated assault.

Burning car slams into C

It was a lot of drama for the 
quiet hamlet of Terra Cotta 
in Caledon. 

Larry and Hedy Hodson 
were sound asleep this past 
Sunday when they were 
suddenly jolted awake by 
what Ms Hedson calls a 
“huge” impact. 

When Ms. Hodson went 
to investigate she could 
see lights shining through 
a hole torn in their kitchen 
and a car nestled against 
the shattered front porch. 
Someone moaned “help.” 


“The car was sizzling and 
I could see a fire starting 
under the hood,” says Ms. 
Hodson. She and her hus- 
band helped a woman away 
from the car, calling 911. 
A neighbour, Lisa Night- 
ingale, arrived and helped 
pull the woman’s heavyset 
husband from the car. 

Witnesses say they spotted 
a vehicle moving at a high 
rate of speed along King 
Street, just east of the Terra 
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Cotta Inn, crashing through 
a split rail fence before hit- 
ting the house. King Street 
is Terra Cotta’s main street. 
There are no brake or skid 
marks on the pavement. 


Within minutes, the Toyota 
Rav 4 became engulfed in 
flames, and the fire started 
to spread to the Hodson’s 
board-and-batten _ house, 
scorching a nearby willow 
tree as well. Nightingale 
and the Hodson’s, worried 
about the vehicle’s gas tank 
exploding, moved the vic- 
tims further away from the 
flames.

ham’s volunteer firefighters 
arrived and put the fire out. 
The house has structural 
damage where it was im- 
pacted, and some water and 
smoke damage. 

“T can’t say enough good 
things about the fire ser- 
vices and police and ambu- 
lance,” says Ms. Hodson. “It 
could have been so much 
worse.” 

Still shaken up and 
sleep-deprived, Ms. Hod- 
son and Ms Nightingale 
both express the same sen- 
timent, “I really hope the 
couple is okay.”

are 27,000 employees. 
We are the largest aero- 
space cluster by employ- 
ment across all Canadi- 
an cities,” Crombie said. 
She is scheduled to have 
meetings in Tokyo and 
Nagoya with govern- 
ment officials and busi- 
ness leaders with ties to 
Mississauga. 

There are 300 Japanese 
companies in Canada, 
almost a third are locat- 
ed in Mississauga where 
there are “97 Japanese 
companies, more than 
any other city in Canada. 
Japan is the 3rd largest 
contributor to the for- 
eign direct investment 
in Mississauga (after 
the U.S. and Germany). 
You can see the sectors 
that are represented, 
largely ICT, automotive, 


life sciences, aerospace, 
logistics, and food and 
beverage,” she said. 

Mississauga’s aero- 
space cluster is close to 
Pearson International 
Airport and is home 
to many of the world’s 
leading companies 
including four of the 25 
global aerospace com- 
panies. 

The list includes 
Cyclone Canada and 
Mitsubishi Heavy Indus- 
tries, which attended the 
aerospace gathering. 

“Mississauga has 
worked with a number 
of Japanese aerospace 
companies to help them 
establish operations in 
our city.” 

She went on to list the 
sub sector industries 
including 78 airlines, 
34 aerospace manufac- 
turing firms, 96 airport

New Brampton U could focus on cyber security, says Jeffrey

There are almost no de- 
tails about the planned 
new university in Bramp- 
ton, but it looks likely the 
school will pay lots of at- 
tention to research and 
educating experts in high- 
tech security. 

Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey says that in her 
meetings with Ryerson, 
which leads the project 
with Sheridan College, 
she’s getting broad ideas

that cyber protection 
will be a focus of the new 
school. 

The university’s location, 
size and overall scope 
won't be publicly an- 
nounced for another two 
months or so. 

“It’s going to blow the 
doors off (everything) . . . 
when you see what Ryer- 
son has planned,” Jeffrey 
told a live town hall meet- 
ing onFacebook this week 
monitored by Peel Daily 
News.

“They want Brampton to 
become a centre of excel- 
lence for cyber security. 
That’s not just computers, 
but it’s food security. It’s 
health care records, it’s 
policing.” 

Computer hacking, cor- 
porate digital espionage 
information security and 
government privacy in- 
trusions have become key 
issues for the global econ- 
omy in recent years. 
Demand for security ex- 
perts has _ skyrocketed,

earlier this year on a variety of subjects in Brampton, including a planned university in the city. 


most recently after Rus- 
sian hacking to manipu- 
late the 2016 U.S. presi- 
dential election. 

Jeffrey said _ future 
Brampton U-trained cy- 
ber grads could one day 
help in fighting IT security 
threats. 

“Imagine how Peel Re- 
gional Police can be 
smarter getting ahead of 
those people who want to 
steal your data or cause 
mayhem in you health 
care and food security. 
Those are critically im- 
portant issues. Imagine 
how important Brampton 
will be to the rest of North 
America and the world 
when we can produce the 
kinds of graduates who 
can stop this in its tracks 
and lead the way.” 

The city has commit- 
ted $150 million in pub- 
lic dollars to the project, 
which the mayor said puts 
Brampton “on the map” 
with other communities. 
The school is expected to 
start with 1,000 students 


but grow to more than 
5,000 in a few years. 

“T feel like I just won the 
lottery,” said Jeffrey, a 
longtime supporter of the 
university plan. 

In response to a ques- 
tion about transit, Jeffrey 
said the new university 
might also require local 
politicians to revisit their 
decision two years ago to 
cancel a northward link of 
the proposed Hurontario 
LRT. 

In late 2015, Brampton 
council narrowly voted 
6-5 to reject an LRT line 
to downtown Brampton. 
That means the current 
$1.4 billion Hurontario 
LRT project will run from 
Port Credit through Mis- 
sissauga along Hurontario 
Street and stop at Steeles 
Ave. in southern Bramp- 
ton. 

Jeffrey said a future coun- 
cil will have to re-examine 
transit options for the 
university, which will be 
based down town. 
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As Justin Trudeau tries to 
build national political sup- 
port for his “tax fairness” 
agenda, he’s coming un- 
der more pressure to back 
down now that U.S. Pres- 
ident Donald Trump has 
unveiled his own plan to 
cut corporate taxes nearly 
in half. 

Trudeau meets the pre- 
miers next week and many 
provincial leaders oppose 
the federal Liberals’ plan to 
change rules around small 
business taxes. 

The effort is a key Liberal 
priority meant to make the 
tax system fairer for the 
middle class -- and raise 
another $5 billion to $7 bil- 
lion annually.

Overcrowding at Bramp- 

ton Civic Hospital has 
reached a crisis with oc- 
cupancy rates exceeding 
100%, says the provincial 
NDP. 


At a roundtable Wednes- 

day in Brampton, NDP 
Leader Andrea Horwath 
said patients are waiting 
for days on stretchers to 
get a hospital room. 


“This is a crisis situation 
that needs to be addressed 
by the government,” she 
said. 


The party tabled govern- 
ment documents showing 
Brampton Civic has had a 
100% or greater occupan- 
cy in its Acute Care unit 
from January to May 2017. 


Sunanda Dhanna told the 
gathering she was recently 
a patient at the hospital 
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rided by critics as just an- 
other tax grab by the hy- 
per-spending Liberals. 

The Mississauga Board of 
Trade has led local lobbying 
efforts to force Ottawa to 
scrap the idea, which board 
president and CEO David 
Wojcik calls “dangerous 
proposed legislation.” 

The board has launched a 
full lobbying campaign for 
its 1,500 members, includ- 
ing town halls and round 
tables, to fight Trudeau’s 
tax ideas.

the new Trump tax policies 
since it is the headquarters 
of up to 50 Canadian sub- 
sidiaries of Fortune 500 
American companies.

the Montreal Economic In- 
stitute says Ottawa could 
lower federal corporate tax- 
es from the current 15 per 
cent to 10.5 per cent to help 
counter the proposed U.S.

Trump is looking to lower 
the federal corporate tax 
rate in the United States 
from 35 per to 20 per cent. 
If the plan is passed by 
Congress, Canada’s tax 
competitiveness would 
be substantially reduced, 
affecting corporate in- 
vestment decisions and 
perhaps convincing some 
U.S.-owned companies in 
Canada to move back home 
to help their bottom line. 
Overall, the highest com- 
bined (federal and provin- 
cial) marginal corporate tax 
rate in Canada is currently 
31 per cent.

“If Trump goes ahead with 
this reform, and Ottawa sits 
on its hands, there will be 
serious consequences for 
Canada’s corporations, and 
especially for its workers, 
who would suffer a large 
part of the negative effects 
since investment and the 
demand for labour in Cana- 
da would decrease,” argued 
Mathieu Bédard, an MEI 
economist and author of 
the Viewpoint. 

Bédard argued that to pro- 
tect workers, Ottawa could 
abolish its top income tax 
rate of 15 per cent and 
maintain only the lower 
rate of 10.5 per cent, which 
now applies exclusively to 
small firms. 

This would bring Canadi- 
an policy more in line with 
the proposed reform in the 
United States, and would 
help preserve Canada’s tax

competitiveness. 
“Ottawa has an interest in 
taking the lead and adopt- 
ing such a measure, regard- 
less of what happens with 
American tax reform,” he 
said. “The introduction of a 
proportional corporate tax 
would promote business 
growth, whereas the exis- 
tence of multiple (i.e., pro- 
gressive) rates of taxation 
tends to discourage it.”

dress “a growing demand 
for health care services 
and a need for innovative 
models of care.”

Returning Peel college students could face fall staff strike 


Thousands of Peel Region 

students who attend Sher- 
idan campuses in Bramp- 
ton and Mississauga face 
a looming strike by their 
professors only weeks after 
heading back to class for 
the fall semester. 


The 12,000 Ontario col- 
lege faculties who are part 
of the OPSEU union voted 
for a strike to back contract 
demands, a move that rais- 
es the chances of a work 
stoppage across the proy- 
ince’s 24 colleges. Sheridan 
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has about 16,500 students 
in Peel who would be af- 
fected. 


Sheridan teaches 11,000 at 
its Davis campus in Bramp- 
ton and about 5,500 at the 
Hazel McCallion school in 
Mississauga. 


“A strike is unnecessary 
and would be terrible news 
for our students who will 
be concerned about the im- 
pact on their studies,” said 
Sonia Del Missier, chair 
of the colleges’ bargaining 
team, which resumed talks 
with OPSEU last week. 


“The parties remain far 
apart on key issues of sala- 
ry, staffing, governance and 
academic delivery.” 


OPSEU, the Ontario Pub- 
lic Service Employees 
Union, said 68 per cent of 
its 12,000 college profes- 
sors, instructors, counsel- 
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lors, and librarians voted 
for a strike to back contract 
demands. The current deal 
expires at the end of the 
month. No strike or lockout 
deadline has been set as the 
two sides jockey for advan- 
tage in a typical hard-nosed 
labour negotiation. 


As always in such dis- 
putes, money is the big is- 
sue in the talks. The union 
is demanding a 10 per cent 
wage hike over three years 
and other changes the col- 
lege bargaining team says 
translate into a $400 mil- 
lion price tag for the Ontar- 
io schools. 


“College faculty from 
across the province debated 
and voted on 16 proposals 
to improve the quality and 
fairness of the college sys- 
tem in Ontario,” said union 
bargaining team chair JP 
Hornick. “Since bargaining 


started 10 weeks ago, man- 
agement has ignored every 
single one of them.” 


“Hopefully this strike vote 
will be the incentive the 
colleges need to start nego- 
tiating for real.” 


Del Missier said the col- 

leges have offered a 7.5 
per cent pay hike over four 
years— similar to contract 
extensions the Ontario 
government negotiated re- 
cently with teachers, gov- 
ernment workers and col- 
lege support staff. She said 
the colleges also offered 
a new maximum salary 
of $115,094, a lump sum 
payment, benefit enhance- 
ments, and has not de- 
manded any concessions. 


She said the union pro- 
posals would not only hike 
costs by $400 million an- 
nually, but change the gov- 
ernance of colleges, and 


restrict the colleges from 
overseeing academic deliv- 
ery. 

“The strike vote outcome 
does not give the col- 
leges any more money nor 
change the colleges’ ability 
to accept the union’s de- 
mands,” said Del Missier. 
“The colleges remain com- 
mitted to achieving a ne- 
gotiated settlement, which 
is fair to our faculty while 
being affordable and re- 
sponsible for the colleges. 
But we need practical pro- 
posals from the union to be 
successful.” 


OPSEU noted that 81 per 
cent of college teaching is 
done by contract instruc- 
tors, all of whom have no 
job security and are paid 
significantly less than the 
negotiated rates for full- 
time permanent faculty. 


Nikki Clarke wins NDP nomination 
in Mississauga-Malton 


Former college professor and 

TV producer Nikki Clarke 
was nominated as the NDP 
candidate for the new Missis- 
sauga-Malton riding for next 
June’s provincial election. 


Clarke’s candidacy was 
uncontested at a meeting 
Wednesday night (Sept. 27) 
at the Malton Community 
Centre. 


She will run in the June 7 
election in a newly redis- 
tributed riding that formerly 
belonged to Jagmeet Singh, 
the provincial MPP who is 
running for the federal NDP 
leadership. 


There will be 122 seats up for 
grabs in the next election, up 
from 107 in 2014, so many 
new ridings were added and 
others redrawn. 


The Brampton-Gore-Malton 
riding that Singh has repre- 
sented at Queen’s Park since 


2011 was modified and re- 
named Mississauga-Malton. 


The old riding will keep its 
name until the next election, 
then disappear. 


Clarke has 
long worked as 
a community 
worker and is 
also an author 
and  motiva- 
tional speaker. 


A former head 
of the Associ- 
ation of Ear- 
ly Childhood 
Educators in 
Peel, the Ja- 
maica-born 
woman is also 
president of 
the Ontario 
Black History 
Society.

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Mississauga endorses OMB reform bill

Members of the Planning 
and Development Com- 
mittee announced Tues- 
day afternoon that they 
had endorsed a bill which 
will replace the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB). 
The committee said that 
they had agreed with the 
Ontario government’s leg- 
islation on Bill 139 — the 
Building Better Commu- 
nities and Conserving 
Watersheds Act, which 
will change the land use 
planning appeal system in 
Ontario. 

The move comes after the 
province held a series of 
public workshops over the 
last year to ask residents in 
municipalities how to best 
replace the system, which 
was criticized for putting 
too much power in the 
hands of developers and 
the province as opposed to 
local towns and cities.

Mississauga council 
has approved a jump 
in MiWay bus fares and 
other fee hikes that will 
make life a little more 
expensive for city resi- 
dents. 

The city’s local poli- 
ticians on Wednesday 
quickly rubber stamped 
the fee hikes recom- 
mended by the budget 
committee last week. 
Under the changes, Mi- 
Way riders will have to 
pay 25 cents more for 
each ride next year to 
$3.75 -- starting Jan. 
29 -- and residents face 
higher cost for recre- 
ation, parks and forest- 
ry programs as well as 
some other municipal 
services. 

The City of Mississau- 
ga’s budget committee 
had voted to hike tran- 
sit cash fares more than 
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Among other changes, the 
Bill proposes to amend the 
Planning Act to only allow 
appeals to the Tribunal 
where a Council decision 
fails to conform to a policy 
statement or is inconsis- 
tent with a provincial or 
upper-tier plan. 

The Bill would also ex- 
pand the types of matters 
that are exempt from ap- 
peal. 

The staff report includes a 
recommendation that the 
Mayor or designate convey 
support for the Bill and 
provide comments to the 
Standing Committee. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
said that the bill will be a 
great help in shaping land 
use planning at the local 
level. 

“It is time that munic- 
ipalities strengthen our 
authority to make local 
land use planning de- 
cisions. The proposed 
amendments align well 
with our efforts to build a 


great city that respects and 
preserves the natural en- 
vironment as it continues 
to change and grow,” she 
said. 

The report also recom- 
mended that comments 
related to clarifying sev- 
eral aspects of the bill, 
including transition pro- 
visions to avoid a large 
number of appeals and 
climate change policy re- 
quirements, be submitted 
for review by the city. 

The recommendations 
will be brought to Missis- 
sauga council for approval

OKs MiWay fare } jumps and other fee hikes 


seven per cent, recre- 
ation and parks fees 
and other local charges 
to boost revenues and 
limit property tax hikes 
for 2018. 

There wasn’t much 
opposition to the fee 
and transit fare hikes 
at Wednesday’s budget 
meeting, though one 
resident and _ taxpay- 
er advocate joked that 
not many people would 
have $3.75 in exact 
change to pay the Mi- 
Way cash fare. 

“lm quite astounded 
by some of the percent- 
age increases, particu- 
larly for the cash fare, 
said Chris Mackie of the 
group MIRANEFT, which 
represents ratepayers’ 
associations. 

MiWay’s fare increase 
will add about $2 million 
to the city’s revenues, 
but the transit operator 
also faces higher costs 


of hiring 20 new drivers 
and two supervisors for 
expanded service. 

A report to the budget 
committee suggested the 
Ontario government’s 
new minimum wage 
hikes - which will cost 
the city another $2 mil- 
lion a year -- was behind 
some of the fee hikes. 
“Price increases have 
been identified for the 
majority of programs 
and lines of business, 
especially in light of the 
proposed 2018 mini- 
mum wage increase,” 
said the report. 

Like other cities, Missis- 
sauga faces budget pres- 
sures and limited reve- 
nue options. 

However, in the re- 
cent provincial budget, 
Ontario’s Liberal gov- 
ernment gave cities the 
power to raise hotel tax- 
es, and Mississauga is 
certainly taking advan- 


tage of that - with a plan 
to impose a four per cent 
tax on all 10,000 hotel 
rooms in the city and 
raise about $15 million a 
year. 

Critics and some citizen 
groups have long com- 
plained about annual 
property tax hikes and 
what they see as ineffi- 
cient spending at the lo- 
cal level. 

Crombie has countered 
those criticisms by not- 
ing that more than 60 
per cent of residents sup- 


port how the city spends 
its money. 

This fall, the city has set 
up an online budget allo- 
cator to poll residents on 
how they would spend 
the budget. 

Last year’s $435 million 
financial blueprint was 
allocated to MiWay (23 
per cent) and fire fight- 
ing services (14 per cent). 
The other three big areas 
were financial transac- 
tions at 13 per cent and 
roads and recreation, at 
10 per cent each. 


Last year, Mississauga 
raised $472 million in 
property taxes and $172 
million in user fees, two 
sources that dwarf all 
other revenue streams. 
To cut costs and ease fu- 
ture tax hikes, some have 
urged the city to pare its 
5,300- employee work- 
force, which is heavily 
unionized, and do what 
the City of Brampton did 
last year -- cut 45 highly 
paid bureaucrats to low- 
er labour costs. 
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CFIB ratchets up the pressure against Trudeau tax fairness changes

The public fight over PM 
Justin Trudeau’s tax fair- 
ness plan intensified Thurs- 
day (Sept. 21) as the coun- 
try’s largest lobby group for 
small business warned that 
the government tax moves 
will hurt business owners 
of all incomes, not just the 
rich. 


The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
told the Commons finance 
department that 95 per 
cent of tax experts— and 
small business owners 
themselves— say the pro- 
posed federal tax changes 
will hurt middle-class busi- 
ness owners and their fam- 
ilies. 

“The government is trying 
to convince the public that 
these proposed changes 
are meant to support the 
middle class — that they are 
only targeting high income 
business owners,” said 
Dan Kelly, president of the 
109,000-member _ federa- 


tion, which includes many 
companies in Peel Region. 


“The reality, however, 
is these are broad-brush 
proposals that are going 
to affect businesses at ev- 
ery income level across 
the country. Nine out of 10 
business owners have told 
us that these tax changes 
are significant to their busi- 
ness.” 


The federal Liberals have 
proposed a “tax fairness” 
plan to eliminate loopholes 
that have for years allowed 
people to shelter invest- 
ments in private companies 
to cut their tax bill. 


Ottawa also wants to stop 
business owners from “in- 
come sprinkling,” or paying 
a salary to a family member 
to avoid taxes and has also 
looks to stop business own- 
ers from converting income 
to capital gains. 

The government says end- 
ing the loopholes will help 
it lower taxes for the mid- 
dle class. 


Trudeau has come under 


fire from the Conserva- 
tives and business groups, 
including the Mississauga 
and Brampton boards of 
trade, who oppose the plan 
as a blatant tax grab and 
are lobbying hard to get the 
feds to delay it or kill the 
idea. 


However, Trudeau says 
he will move ahead with 
the tax changes despite the 
growing opposition and 
unions have formed a coa- 
lition to support the idea— 
reflecting the usual divide 
in Canadian society and 
politics between the right 
and left. 


On the tax fairness ques- 
tion, Brampton’s Board of 
Trade is pressing Peel Re- 
gion’s MPs— all Liberals— 
to push back against their 
own party's proposals, 
which are the most serious 
tax changes in years and 
“unfairly attack small busi- 
ness families.” 

In a recent column written 
for Peel Daily News, CEO 
Todd Letts wrote the tax 
measures “will have unin- 


tended consequences that 
will harm local constituents 
and our regional economy.” 


He said local MPs should 
defend constituents and 
not just tow the party line 
on tax moves that “jeopar- 
dize business savings and 
retirement plans for these 
middle-class Canadians.” 


Finance Minister Bill Mor- 

neau and his small business 
counterpart in cabinet are 
holding roundtable meet- 
ings across the country to 
defend the tax plan and 
persuade the public that 
the policy proposal is not 
a tax grab to feed Ottawa’s 
insatiable spending needs 
and the country’s growing 
federal deficits that ap- 
proach nearly $30 billion 
a year. 


The federation com- 
plained to the _ finance 
committee that the gov- 
ernment’s proposal to end 
income sprinkling would 
affect two-thirds of small 
businesses, including more 
than 50 per cent who share 
income with their spouse. 


The change to limit a small 

business owner's _ abili- 
ty to keep certain invest- 
ments in their business as 
a safeguard against future 
emergencies or economic 
downturns would affect 65 
per cent of small business- 
es that hold passive invest- 
ment in their companies, 
most commonly property 
or land. 


These two changes alone 
would affect the majority 
of small businesses in Can- 
ada, the federation told the 
committee. 


“The implications of these 
changes for small business- 
es—and by extension to 
the national economy—are 
huge,” added Kelly. 


“These aren't loopholes 
for the wealthy, as the gov- 
ernment claims. These are 
legitimate ways for small 
business owners to grow 
their business, ensure the 
stability of the firm during 
uncertain times, or to save 
for the retirement. Without 
these measures, businesses 
will not be able to create as 


many jobs for Canadians.” 


Other findings of the 
group’s survey show: 


¢ 88 per cent of business 

owner respondents say 
the proposed changes will 
make it more difficult for 
their small business to 
grow and create jobs. 


* 95 per cent of tax experts 
say that the proposed tax 
changes will further com- 
plicate the tax system and 
increase the cost of tax 
compliance for their small 
business clients. 


* 94 per cent of small busi- 
ness owners and 95 per 
cent of tax practitioners do 
not support this set of tax 
changes. 


Detailed survey results are 
available on the CFIB web- 
site. 


The online survey of CFIB 
members included 8,553 
business owners and 410 
tax practitioners. 

The survey was conducted 
between Sept. 6 and Sept. 
14. 


Ovarian cancer drug gets provincial funding 


Two Mississauga pharma- 
ceutical companies hit im- 
portant marks recently to 
advance their key drugs in 
the Canadian market. 


AstraZeneca Canada re- 
vealed that the pan-Cana- 
dian oncology drug review 
overwhelmingly backed 
provincial funding for the 
company’s Lynparza drug 
treatment for ovarian can- 
cer, setting the stage for 
talks to get the drug listed 
on provincial health plans. 
Meanwhile, Gilead Sci- 
ences Canada Inc. said 
Health Canada has grant- 
ed a notice of compliance 
for its Epclusa drug to treat 
adults with the chronic 
hepatitis C virus to include 
patients also infected with 
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HIV-1. 


At AstraZeneca, the com- 
pany said it applauds the 
decision by the cancer 
drug review board, noting 
that this comes as a reflec- 
tion of the strong clinical 
evidence on the effective- 
ness of Lynparza to treat 
some ovarian cancer pa- 
tients. 

The board is a cancer drug 
review group that tries to 
help Canada’s provinces 
and territories and guiding 
their drug funding deci- 
sions. 

“This is a great step for- 
ward for Canadian women 
living with BRCA (genet- 
ically)-mutated — ovarian 
cancer,” said Karen Heim, 


vice-president of patient 


access and_ established 
brands at AstraZeneca 
Canada. 


“Treatment options are 
limited and each day, five 
Canadian women die from 
ovarian cancer. We look 
forward to collaborating 
and expediting negoti- 
ations with the pan-Ca- 
nadian Pharmaceutical 
Alliance, provinces and 
territories to ensure rapid 
public reimbursement for 


Lynparza.” 

The alliance is a national 
body that helps province’s 
negotiate broad drug pur- 
chase deals with pharma- 
ceutical companies. 


AstraZeneca says that 
since 2014, more than 45 
countries have approved 
Lynparza and its use is 
paid by government health 
systems in many coun- 
tries, including the U.K. 
and Australia. Lynparza 
was approved by Health 
Canada in April 2016. 
Ovarian cancer is expect- 
ed to affect 2,800 Cana- 
dian women this year and 
more than half of that 
group will die within five 
years. 


Based on Middlegate 
Road in southeastern 
Mississauga, AstraZene- 


ca Canada employs about 
700 people in the country 
who research, develop and 
market medicines to treat 
cardiovascular and meta- 
bolic diseases, cancer and 
respiratory diseases. 

It is owned by the An- 
glo-Swedish AstraZeneca 
multinational. 

At Gilead Canada, the 
company said the Health 
Canada move will benefit 
hepatitis C sufferers. 


“Epclusa has already 
helped further simplify 
HCV treatment among 
mono-infected _ patients, 


and we are pleased that 


HCV/HIV co-infected pa- 
tients can benefit from this 
... single tablet regimen,” 
said Kennet Brysting, gen- 
eral manager of Gilead 
Canada. 


Gilead Canada is head- 
quartered on Mississauga 
Road in the northern part 
of the city and is the Cana- 
dian subsidiary of Amer- 
ican multinational Gilead 
Sciences, which employs 
7,900 people in 30 coun- 
tries around the world.

EllisDon wins contract for Ottawa 
rapid transit project 


Mississauga builder Ellis- 
Don and its partners have 
won a major contract to 
build part of the City of Ot- 
tawa’s $5.1 billion Confed- 
eration rapid transit proj- 
ect. 

The Queensway Ave. com- 
pany in eastern Mississau- 
ga and its Rideau Transit 
Group partnership signed 
the $106 million contract to 
expand a maintenance and 
storage yard at Belfast Road 
in south Ottawa. 

This project is part of Stage 
2 construction for the Con- 
federation Line LRT. 
Rideau is a consortium 
made up of EllisDon, ACS 
Infrastructure Canada and 
engineering giant SNC-La- 
valin. 

Those companies are cur- 
rently building Stage 1 of 
the Confederation LRT. 
The latest deal will extend 
the consortium’s work into

Stage 2 of the project. 

The design and construc- 
tion of the Belfast Yard will 
be done by a group made up 
of EllisDon, Dragados and 
SNC-Lavalin. 

The Belfast Yard will house 
and maintain the additional 
72 light rail vehiclesfor the 
Confederation Line. 

This expansion will include 
three new maintenance 
bays, a larger control room, 
and the replacement of the 
existing earth berm with a 
noise mitigating wall. 

The train yard, including 
utilities, tracks and sys- 
tems, will be rearranged in 
order to accommodate the 
expansion. 

The Confederation Line is a 
light rail transit line under 
construction in Ottawa that 
will eventually be operated 
by OC Transpo, the city’s 
transit operator. 
Construction began in 2013 


and the downtown portion 
of the project will be sub- 
stantially completed this 
year. 

The line, expected to open 
in 2018 at a cost of just over 
$2.1 billion, is the larg- 
est infrastructure project 
awarded in the history of 
Ottawa. The cost of phase 2 
is $3 billion making the to- 
tal cost $5.1 billion. 
EllisDon, a private builder, 
has more than 2,500 em- 
ployees and $3.3 billion in 
annual revenues. The com- 
pany has built everything 
from hospitals and arenas 
to office towers and stadi- 
ums. 

The company built the Sky- 
Dome, now known as the 
Rogers Centre, in the late 
1980s as well as the Peel 
Regional Police headquar- 
ters and the 22 Division de- 
tachment in Brampton.

Sawmill Sid’s: a treasure chest for those looking for unique wood pieces

It may be National Forest 
Week in Canada, but every 
day is Forest Day for Saw- 
mill Sid. 

The fate of many city trees 
is sad and wasteful. 

When they come down in 
a storm, or reach the end 
of their lifespan, munici- 
palities pay companies to 
chip and shred them or 
cart them off to rot in wood 
dumps where they eventu- 
ally end up in landfill. 

But now at least some 
grand old urban trees will 
live on. 

A program by the Toronto 
and Region Conservation 
Authority has partnered 
with Sawmill Sid Inc. to 
mill the trees, and sell the 
wood to the public. 

Wood rescued from histor- 
ic buildings like the Goo- 
derham and Worts Distill- 
ery, painted numbers from 
the whiskey barrel rack still 
visible, is also available. 
This wood, some of it 
centuries old, can then be 
re-purposed into one-of-a- 
kind live edge tables, floors, 
stair treads, serving trays, 
mantles, beams, chande- 


liers and more. 

Sawmill Sid is located on 
Lakeshore Road in Missis- 
sauga, just west of Dixie. 

“It makes me cringe when 
I see a good tree going 
through a wood chipper,” 
says Sidney Gendron, who 
runs Sawmill Sid Inc. with 
his wife Sheila Storey. 
“That’s not the highest and 
best use of any tree... I’m 
hoping that mentality is go- 
ing to change.” 

Instead he sees a more vir- 
tuous circle: a trunk turning 
into eight spectacular ta- 
bles, workers paid for their 
craftsmanship, who in turn 
pay their bills and support 
the local economy. 

Since opening a year and 
a half ago, Gendron figures 
they have diverted 6,800 
cubic metres of wood from 
the landfill and trapped 
6,800 tonnes of carbon. 

“I want to take the model 
of what we are doing and 
replicate it across America,” 
says Storey. 

For those who love wood, 
it’s a slice of heaven picking 
through pieces and imagin- 
ing possibilities. Don’t be 
put off by the dusty road in: 
Sawmill Sid’s is a treasure 


chest. 

Woodworker Bob Tier is a 
regular customer. He makes 
charcuterie serving trays he 
sells at Toronto’s St. Law- 
rence Market. Today, he’s 
here to get a custom or- 
der. A client wants wooden 
plates for her steaks. “Sid’s 
a great resource,” says Tier, 
“and he’s just around the 
corner.” 

Corporations visit for team 
building — participants pick 
the wood, take turns milling 
it, and end up with a show- 
piece boardroom table they 
can use or donate. 

“Milling a tree is always 
surprising”, says Gendron, 
with unexpected shades like 
orange or pink, a graceful 
twist, or weird and wonder- 
ful burls adding beauty. 

Gendron sees lots of condo 
dwellers looking for wood 
to bring a bit of nature to a 
stark modern space. 

If you don’t want to finish 
the wood yourself, Saw- 
mill Sid’s has a list of local 
woodworkers to help make 
your idea a reality. 

“We're lucky because the 
Greater Toronto Area is one 
of the best sources of wood 
in Ontario,” says Gendron. 


It turns out the GTA is a 
perfect mix of old, estab- 
lished communities and 
large areas of park land 
where trees have been nur- 
tured. 

Talking to Gendron and 
Storey you get the feeling 
re-purposing trees is more 
than just a business. It’s a 


passion, and a way to make 


the world a better place. 
For example, the company 
donates wood to build Bud- 
dy Benches, an anti-bully- 
ing project, to Habitat for 
Humanity’s houses, and is 
involved in a new project 
building canoes and snow- 
shoes from Alectra’s old ce- 
dar telephone poles. 
Sawmill Sid Inc. won the 


prestigious Ontario Wood 
Award in 2016 among many 
other recognitions. 

For Sawmill Sid and his 
wife, it’s about staying lo- 
cal, a green footprint, and 
giving back to the commu- 
nity. And of course respect- 
ing the tree.

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Renewed interest means revisiting the Avro Arrow

Renewed interest in the 
fate of the Avro Arrow has 
prompted recent articles 
and columns, which once 
again debate the pros and 
cons of its cancellation in 
1959, 58 years ago. 


Among other Arrow proj- 

ects, there is currently an 
underwater investigation 
going on in Lake Ontario 
to recover test models of 
the Arrow airframe, which 
were launched into the 
lake during the aircraft’s 
development stage. 


The forerunner of the Ar- 
row, Canada’s all-weather 
fighter aircraft, the CF- 
100, one of which has re- 
sided for many years on a 
pedestal in Malton, is now 
the object of a worthwhile 
restoration project, led by 
Councillor Carolyn Parrish 
with funding by the City of 
Mississauga and others. 

Back in the days of the 
cold war, I served in the 
RCAF as a navigator on 
the CF-100, also known 
by other nicknames - the 
Clunk, the Lead Sled. 


It was indeed a unique 
aircraft, known for its 
capability to fulfill its as- 
signed roles effectively, as 
an all-weather interceptor 
serving Canada in the Ca- 
nadian skies and overseas 
in Europe. 


With over 1000 hours of 
CF flying time in Canada 
(Bagotville) and Germany 
(Zweibrucken), I played 
a small but active part as 
a member of one of the 
two-man crews — pilot and 
navigator — who flew the 
CF-100 over Canadian and 
European skies, in the 50s 
and 60s. 


An interest in missile 
technology and my own 
participation in an air de- 
fence role, at the same 
time when the Arrow was 
in its final stages of devel- 
opment, led me to exam- 
ine the role of the manned 
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interceptor in future air 
wars. 


In 1958, prior to the Ar- 

row cancellation, while 
based in Germany, I wrote 
an article for the RCAF 
Staff College Journal, in 
which I foresaw the rise 
of anti-missile defen- 
sive systems to replace 
the manned interceptor, 
no match for the ICBMs 
which both Russia and the 
U. S. were developing as 
part of their air warfare ar- 
senal, to eventually replace 
the manned bomber. 


While others disagreed 
with my assessment of the 
future of the manned in- 
terceptor, I was partially 
correct in my forecast of 
the evolution of defensive 
air warfare weapons. 


What has happened over 

the past 60 years is what 
might be called the ‘twin- 
ning’ of air defence sys- 
tems: manned _ intercep- 
tors, almost all single-seat 
aircraft — have continued 
to be employed as defen- 
sive weapons, by some 
countries, to counter the 
continuing threat of the 
manned bomber, but mis- 
sile defence systems have 
also been improved signifi- 
cantly, and proliferated, as 
defensive weapons against 
various un-manned mis- 
siles, as well as manned 
bombers. 


Many stories and legends 

have appeared over the 
past 60 years which pur- 
port to explain the reasons 
for the Arrow’s cancella- 
tion. 


One story reports that 
Conservative Prime Min- 
ister John Diefenbaker 
(‘Dief The Chief’) agonized 
for two years over wheth- 
er to cancel the project 
or not, while another leg- 
end reports that when he 
was handed the cancella- 
tion documents, he said 
“sounds good.” 


If the first is true, it would 
put the lie to stories about 
the image of a “tight-fisted 


Conservative PM dash- 
ing the hopes of Arrow 
developers and _ putting 
thousands of people out of 
work. I favour the former 
version. 


My view of the future of 
the manned _ interceptor 
and adherents of the Ar- 
row notwithstanding, the 
government of the day de- 
cided that the project was 
far too expensive for the 
Canadian economy to sup- 
port. 


Despite its admitted ad- 
vanced technologies and 
projected capabilities, 
the escalating costs of the 
project were a primary fac- 
tor in its cancellation - the 
Arrow was an unfortunate 
victim of circumstance. 


Other factors also weighed 
heavily on the cancellation 
decision. As researcher 
and writer Russell Isinger 
of Saskatoon summed it up 
in the Legion Magazine in 
2014: “The Arrow’s demise 
was the inescapable conse- 
quence of harsh financial 
realities, coupled with a 
flawed weapons acquisi- 
tion process driven by an 
overly ambitious RCAF, as 
well as dramatic strategic 
shifts internationally.” 


As Isinger points out, the 

RCAF’s rapid expansion 
of the project to four ad- 
vanced systems to be de- 
veloped concurrently: the 
Arrow airframe, Iroquois 
engine, Sparrow II air-to- 
air missile, and Astra radar 
and electronics system, 
were a significant financial 
burden to the project. 


To pull all of these com- 
ponents together to reach 
fighting status in an ac- 
ceptable time-frame, 
would have been extremely 
difficult, if not impossible. 


At the same time, in- 
ter-service rivalry reared 
its head, and the army and 
navy eventually turned on 
the RCAF - itself split be- 
tween Norad and NATO 
procurement goals, and 
at that time absorbing 50

percent of the Canadian 
defence budget. 


As a result, the military 
establishment had _ little 
option but to agree to ter- 
minate the project. 


When a costly weapons 
development program like 
the Arrow is undertaken, 
countries look for foreign 
buyers, in this case friend- 
ly forces. 


While the Arrow was not 

substantially more ex- 
pensive than comparable 
Western aircraft under de- 
velopment, Canada soon 
became aware it could 
not afford to develop such 
“gold-plated” modern 
weapons systems on its 
own. 


The U.K. and the U.S. 
expressed admiration for 
the Arrow. However, they 
had their own aircraft in- 
dustries to support — there 
would definitely be no 
sales to these countries. 


As for the RCAF, critics 
would point out that it did 
not manage its homegrown 
weapons development and 
acquisition process very 
well, particularly in terms 


of assessing the technolog- 
ical, strategic, and signif- 
icant financial aspects of 
advanced weapons system 
development. 


RCAF senior weapons 
planners sought to develop 
concurrent technologies 
beyond ‘state of the art,’ 
at a rapid pace, without a 
plausible military-indus- 
trial strategy for the air- 
craft industry. 


As Isinger points out, the 
RCAF did not even estab- 
lish a project office for the 
Arrow until 1957, not long 
before the cancellation of 
the project. 


A revisiting of the history 
of the Arrow and the evo- 
lution of weapons systems 
which followed the Arrow 
saga, leads to several con- 
clusions: driving defence 
policy by procurement, 
which was the case during 
the development of the Ar- 
row, is an unsatisfactory 
military position for any 
country to take. 


The RCAF proceeded at 
a rapid pace into a pres- 
tige development project 
where a much more order- 
ly strategy was required, 


taking account all of the 
considerations required 
when a major military 
project, the core of Cana- 
da’s air defence industry 
and its military reputation 
are involved. 


External factors occurring 
during a major develop- 
ment must be considered 
and will play a significant 
part in the analyses of the 
weapons of air warfare, 
and need to be considered 
for any major military 
project. These analyses are 
on-going in parliaments 
and military organizations 
throughout the world. 


As the concept of defend- 
ing against nuclear at- 
tack gradually went out of 
vogue, deterrence became 
the new military strategy. 


As noted above, the steady 
growth and development 
of missiles, both offen- 
sive and defensive, put to 
question the requirement 
for yet another manned 
interceptor, no matter how 
technologically superior, 
nor how fast or how high it 
could fly, nor which coun- 
try had developed the tech- 
nology.
